After the train 
had proceeded a few miles the engineer 
was ordered to stop and he and his 
fireman were forced to dismount from 
the cab. 
MAIL CAR OPENED. 
Tuo of the four or five men that were 
seen then went to the door of the mall 
car and ordered it to be opened. Their 
command was obeyed by Benjamin F. 
Stumpf, the mall clerk. Meanwhile 
two other bandits were with the engt- 
neer and fireman, who were uncoupling 
the mall car and the locomotive from 
the rest of the train. \ 
Soon after the train stopped the 
conductor, C. I. Robertson, jumped 
from the car, but was driven back by 
the shots of the hold-ups, nearly «a 
dozen shots being fired. 
Hastily climbing into the cab, the 
outlaws opened the throttle and 
down the track—how far -is 
not known. As soon as the conduc- 
tor was aware there was a hold-up, 
he ordered a brakeman to the rear 
of the train to prevent a collision, 
and he had another brakeman cut 
the telegraph wire to send word to 
Spokane of the hold-up. <A third 
mentber of the train crew ‘was hur- 
rfed to the station with the news. 
About a half hour after the engine 
and mall car had disappeared they 
were teen coming back down the 
track, and hurried preparations were 
made to ditch the runaways, but 
without complete success. 
OFFICERS ON TRAIL. 
Two special trainioads of officers 
were hurried from Spokane when the 
word of the hold-up was received. 
Doctors also were taken out on the 
train to care for the injured. 
Chief of Police Ryan of Hillyard 
also went with a posse and sur- 
rounded all of the roads leading to- 
ward Spokane. Several shots were 
heard by the posse east ot them, but 
no trace of the hold-ups was found. 
Help was sent out from Hillyard 
and the train was brought to Hillyard 
about 3:30 o'clock this morning.

OSTON (Mass.) May 16.—[ Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) Prof. David E. 
Todd, head of Amberst College 
Observatory, in an interview today an- 
nounced ‘his plans for picking up mes- 
gages from Mars by means of wire- 
less instruments carried up in a bal- 
loon to the edge of the earth's atmos- 
phere. Shut up in an air-tight tank 
borne aloft in a huge balloon, Prof. 
Todd will make the first attempt ever 


made by the inhabitants of the earth | 


to intercept messages from the people 
of the planet Mars, whom astrono- 
mers are inclined tc think have been 
signaling to the earth by means of 
ether waves for years. ; 

The attempt will be made in Sep- 
tember, when the planet is at its near- 
est point to the earth. Prof. Todd will 
be accompanied by Leo Stevens of 
New York, the celebrated aéronaut, 
who will endeavor to pilot the balloon 
to a height of ten miles. The outlay 
it is expected will not exceed 96000.

The season has been both good and 
bad. The trouble was the serfes of 
wWashouts on the Coast line. Million- 
aires are fond of Santa Barbara, but 
they are not going to wade to get 
here. The consequence was that the 
winter season was unusually fine for 
about a month. 
The railroad has promised that be- 
fore another winter the Coast line will 
be put in such condition that the orig- 
inal flood, managed by Noah himself, 
couldn't wash it out. 
But Santa Barbara hotel-people win 
probably continue to take an anxious 
nterest in weather signals. 
Meanwhile the indications are more 
than good for a summer season. 
I never could understand why Cali- 
fornia should be exploited as a winter 
resort any more than a summer resort. 
I can't imagine why eastern people 
are any more anxious to escape the 
cold than the beastly, fiendish east- 
ern summers.

ANCIENT HINDOO TEMPLE. 


Fine Example of the Work of Hindoos 
of the Eighth Century Covering 
7 Nearly Ten Acres. 
[Shanghai Mercury:] The Boroboe- 
2 unearthed by Sir Stamford Raffles 
hen the English ruled in Java was 
built by the Hindus in the eighth cen- 
tury and is by far the finest example 
of their work in the island. Standing 
on a hill in the middle of the valley, 
this imposing edifice, covering nearly 
teri acres, rises to a height of upward 
of a hundred feet above the summit of | 
the hill. 
It consists of a series of stone ter- 
races bullt on top of each other in 
diminishing magnitude, so as to leave 
circumscribing galleries, and crowned 
by a vast cupola; entrance to the gal- 
leries is gained by four stairways, 
north, south, east and west, which run 
from the ground straight up to the big 
top terrace, in the mfidie of which 
stands the erowning cupola, surround- 
ed by numerous smaller lattice work 
cupolas, and from which one may step 
aside into any of the intermediate gal- 
leries, 
The whole is built of stone, showing 
an immense amount of earving, and 
though there ie no genuine inside to 
the temple many of the galleries are 
covered in, innumerable images of 
Buddha occupy niches or prominent 
positions on the walls, and the sides 
of galleries were paved with bas- 
reliefs, indicating the glorification of 
this god, and other incidents in his 
history. When one considers that there 
are several miles of bas-reliefs alone 
the work expended on the pyramids of 
Exypt pales into insignificance before 
this stupendous undertaking.

Three Records Won 
' at Coliseum. 


Exciting Finishes Delight| 
Thousand Persons. 


— 


Venturesome Motorcyclist⸗ 


Several thousand persons saw some 
splendid racing and three world’s 
motorcycle records smashed at Coll- 
seum, yesterday afternoon. Except for 
the strong breeze that swept the saucer 
track, weather conditions were ideal. 
Jacob De Rosier, whose sensational 
performances have thrilled spectators 
on more than ore occasion, and 
Charles Balke, a local amateur rider 
who had previously been wheeled out 
in many exciting finishes by M. J. 
Graves, were the stars of the meet. 

De Roster, riding on an Indian, added 
two world’s records to his credit. In 
the ten-mile open race for profession- 
als he cut the record from 8m. 24s. to 
fm. Ss. Later, In a twenty-five mile 
race with Paul Derkum, he covered 
the distance in 2im. 38 2-5s. This is 
a new world’s record. The best pre- 
vious performance was by Arthur 
Mitchell who went twenty-five miles 
on ah N.S.U. over the same track in

amateur events, defeating Graves and

The chain on his machine broke after 
he had gone five miles in the profes- 
sional teti-mile open and he was com- 
pelied to drop out. fforts to repair 
the motorcycle were futile He secured 
a new Reading Standard and started 
out for the twenty-five mile record, 
He covered ten miles in 8m. 62 8-88.

Balke’s winning over Graves and 
De Rosier’s sensational performances 
resulted in three Indian, one Thor and 
two Readine Standard machines being 
Placed in the custody of Referee Free 
man after the races, on protesta by De | 
Rosier and Derkum. De ftosier claimed 
the Thors and Readings have larger 
cylinders than is permitted by the 
rules and Derkum made a similar 
Claim against the Indian machines. 
The protested motorcycles will be in 
the custody of the referee until they 
can be examined by an expert, in the 
presence of that official and the chair- 
man of the Racing Committee of the 
Pacific Coast. The prizes for the 
races in which the protested machines 
participated will not be given until the 
dispute is settled. 
PRETTY HANDICAP RACE. 
There were three starters in the ama- 
teur four-mile handicap. Graves, rid- 
ing an Indian, was the seruten man, 
and Balke, on a Thor, had a handicap 
of one-half lap, while Knappe, on an 
Indian, was given three-fourths of a 
lap.

INSURANCE WORLD. 


A new insurance law of New York 
State provides for an annual tax of 1 
per cent. upon the gross promiums or 
assessments collected or received by 
mutual fire insurance companies upon 
property in that State. Ten per cent. 
of the total tax is to be given ‘to the 
Volunteer Firemen's Association of the 
State for the maintenance of its ae 
at Hudson. The remainder is to 

distributed among the various volun- 
teer firemen’s associations throughou 
the State. 


Deputy State Fire Marsha! Florin of 
Wisconsin says that during the past 
year and a half thirty-three persons 
in that State have been convicted of. 
arson. Eight of these cases have oc- 
eurred since the first of January. 


According to Richard L. Humphrey, 
engineer in charge of the structural 
material la ba ratories of the United 
States Geological Survey, the fires that 
occurred in the United States during 
1907 cost more than a million and a 
quarter dollars for every day in the 
year, an annual tax of more than $5 for 
every man, woman and child in the 
country.

At the Universalist services in Cum 
nock Hall, yesterday, Rev. C. Ellwood 
Nash, D.D., spoke of the effect of 
twentieth century ideas and modes 
upon the function of the church. 
In 80 far,” he said, “as the author- 
ity of the church depended upon its 
virtual monopoly of learning, or upon 
its contro] of political resources, oF 
— its assumption of a unique di- 
ne origin, or upon the superstitions 
which stood in awe of it as the de- 
positary and Vicegerent of divine 
powers, it has unquestionably 
prestige in our time, which it can 
never regain. The festoration to the 
church of its rank of leadership is 
ane of the conceded problems which 
ecclesiastics, high and low, are sjudy- 
ing with no little concern.

unaccountable and apparently uncon- 


trollable fascination, or something 
worse, in the speed itself.

The office of Commis- 
sioner at New York is more impor- 
tant than the Commissioner-General's 
office in a way, because of the im- 
portance of the port of entry itself, 
and the local commissioner gets more 
pay a year, I think. The job is 
not a binecure, for between the em- 

loyment agencies, which are in the 
— distributing immigrants 
where their labor is most in demand, 
and where, presumably, the best 
wages and the largest considerations 
of other kinds will be forthcoming— 
and they are not in that business for 
their health—and the representatives 
‘of the unions, there is a constant 
controversy on. Doubtless employers 
would be surprised to know how 
watchful the representatives of the 
union, even up to the members of 
the executive council of tbe Amer- 
wan Federation of Labor themselves, 
make it a business to . not only at 
Ellis Island and along the Canadian 
border and at Vancouver, but at the 
elbow of the Commissioner-Genera! 
himself; and probably the labor men 
would be surprised to know how wide- 
ly and effectively, for the purpose of

Hundreds of inspectors are employed. 
On any. complaint, sometimes the 
slightes#, arising possibly from some 
office of the immigration service or 
possibly from some union leader or 
some boarding-house koeper in a mill 
town back in the country, one or more 
of these men is sent to the spot to 
make investigation and report. If he 
fs a socialist. or even if he possesses 
only the ordinary «a«itating proclivi- 
ties In a marked degree, he is likely 
to report a violation. Rut this can- 
not always be verified on a subsequent 
examination. If the inspector is not 
inclined to breed trouble, he often finds 
that the line between the wrongful 
importation and the innocent immigra- 
ton and distribution is very ne 
so fine, in fact, that he does not take 
the responsibility even of making a 
report from which deportations could 
result, or on account of which the 
employer or the employment agency 
could be fined and the man or the 
men, possibly, deported.
